19.— (Correspondence 
of the Associated Press)—Desperate 
efforts were made by the Germans 
to strengthen the Hindenburg 
Line 
when they were driven back to it by 
Marshal Foch’s great offensive this 
summer. 
More than nine miles in 
depth at various points, it 
had 
al­ 
ready been called the “greatest fort­ 
ress the world has ever known.** De­ 
spite this, information has 
reached 
the American 
intelligence 
officers 
from various sources that the Ger­ 
mans began to work upon it with re­ 
newed vigor soon after the Franco- 
American counter offensive of 
July 
18 which drove them back over the 
Marne, east of Chateau-Thierry and 
northwest across the Vesle. 
One section of the Hindenburg line 
examined by British experts had a 
belt of wire eight yards deep, 
the 
bfing the size of a lead pencil 
and with barbs of an inch. About one 
hundred yards to the rear was the 
first German trench and behind the 
trench IOO yards apart were ferro­ 
concrete positions built to hold from 
two to five machine guns. 
Behind 
these 
pill boxes’* were another ma 
chine gun emplacements. 
Behind the first line were belts of 
w ire arranged in a criss-cross geomet- 
ncal pattern, and then, after an in­ 
ternal varying from several hundred 
yards to half a mile, was the second 
trench, i f t ith the object of preventing 
tanks from crossing it, 
the second 
trench was dug wide enough to act as 
a trap when the big crawlers came 
along. 
To the rear of the second trench 
line was another belt of wire and 
after that the main or support line. 
The part of the line examined by 
the British officers had been dug by 
Russian prisoners and had running 
beneath it a continuous tunnel at a 
depth of about forty feet. Along this 
main or support line staircases led 
up from the tunel every fifty yards. 
The tunnel had rooms opening out 
of it and was lighted by electricity. 
Above were a number 
of 
machine 
gun posts and trench mortar emplace 
meats which are connected by hoists 
so that ammunition may be sent ud 
quickly from below.

They say we have our easy times, 
and that, of course, we do, but when 
you speak of easy times, remember 
they are darn few. You say the farm 
lad does the work, while all we do is 
train, and while we do squads east 


I and west, he’s harvesting the grain. 
There is lots of things a soldier does 
that people never hear, so if you 
want to know a few just kindly lend 
an ear. 
Twenty-five miles perhaps aint so 
far to the man who sits in his tour­ 
ing car and watches the miles speed 
by; but listen my friend, to what I 
tell of twenty-five miles that were 
worse than heil. From Columbus to 
-------------- — is just that far, across 
the desert where they do not have 
cars. They day was hot when we start 
ed out, blistering sun on a sea of 
sands, and our eyes turned red as 
the miles went by, and the sun nev­ 
er dimmed by a cloud in the sky. Mile 
after mile with nothing but sand, no 
water or shade to bless the land, the 
yucca plant and 
the 
thorny 
me­ 
squite tore holes in our limbs as 
well as our feet, and the homed toad 
sat and blinked 
his 
eyes 
at

strange procession going by, and the 
coyotes stalked us like a 
band 
of 
sheep, to to pick up stragglers for 
his morning feed. Then off 
to

real green grass, something we hadn't 
seen in the year gone past.

Camp Pike, Ark., Sept. 6, 1918. 
87th Casual Co., 162 Depot Brig. 
Dear Friends:— I will take a few 
minutes to tell you about army life. 
It js fine and dandy. It is so cool 
here in these hills we have to have 
cover at night. We make our own 
beds and clean up the yard every 
morning. We also make our own mat­ 
tresses of straw and wash our own 
clothes. 
* 
We arrived here last Friday about 
1:30 P. M. We were about 24 hours 
on the way. We joined the Okmulgee 
and Henryetta boys in Holdenville. 
We saw many beautiful scenes on the 
way, and many of the boys who had 
never seen a river or mountain were 
really amazed at the scenes. 
We have not been to Little Rock 
yet for we are still in quarantine for 
seven more days at least. This is some 
place. 
The camp holds 125,000 we 
are told by the lieutenants. They are 
coming in every day and going out 
every day. I am an A-l man having 
passed all exams perfectly. We have 
been shot in the shoulder once and 
also vaccinated on the left arm. Both 
of mine are taking. The shot makes 
us a bit dreary but we are feeling 
very well now. They are awfully se­ 
vere ones and the second shot is 
twice as strong as tne first and the 
third is twice as strong as the sec­ 
ond. But all is necessary in thearmy. 
They are 
very 
precautions 
about 
health and it is one Messing too. I 
have gained three pounds since I've 
been here and I am not a nit home­ 
sick as I had never been away from 
home till I came here. 
The camp is six miles from Little 
Rock on the Missouri, Pacific Ry. 
We all eat on a hill side as a bunch 
of chickens eating corn, but we are 


all brothers here. Ju st one family of 
khaki colors. We have all kinds of 
athletics here any one could want. We 
will be in barracks soon, then we will 
get to eat on tables as though we 
were a t home. 
The lights go off at 9:30 and on at 
4:30 a. rn. We were here five days 
before we received any uniforms. You 
ought to see my hob nail shoes— 
they are keen. It looks as though we 
bad a million men here, just one 
solid string of khaki. 
Well I will have to close now and 
write to mother. 
We would appreciate a box of to­ 
bacco or cigars or eats from gay one.

REW STAR J i m 
INTEREST OF OBSERVERS 


Pasadena, Calif., Sept. 
9.—Some 
remarkable facts revealed by the tel­ 
escope and the spectroscope regard­ 
ing Nova Apuilae No. 3, the new star 
that blazed forth in the heavens June 
8, last, as the result of a "celestial 
catastrophe’’ have been set forth in 
an article prepared for The Associat­ 
ed Press by Dr. W alter S. Adams, as­ 
sistant director of the Mount Wilson 
Solar Observatory, which is located 
near here. 
‘‘The appearance of the temporary 
star or nova in the constellation of 
Aquila on June 8th is one of the most 
interesting astronomical 
events 
in 
many years," said Dr. Adams in his 
article. "Although such stars are by 
no means unknown, fifteen having 
been discovered since 1891, no star 
comparable with this in 
brightness 
has appeared since the celebrated star 
of Kepler in 1604. 
‘‘Although such stars are 
called 
novae, they are new only in the«ense 
of undergoing an enormous increase 
in brightness. Thus Nova Aquilae No. 
3, (so called since two other tempor- 
ar ystars had been found previously 
in this constellation) has been identi­ 
fied as a faint star, quite invisible to 
the naked eye, on a large number of 
photographs taken during the past 
thirty years. 
‘‘Its increase in brightness appar­ 
ently began on June 
7th, 
and 
on 
June 8th it was 
10,000 
times 
as 
bright as it was originally and by far 
the most brilliant star in the summer 
sky. 
It then began to fade, at first 
rapidly, and then mare gradually, 
with occasional oscillations in light. 
By August first it had become re­ 
duced to one one-hundredth 
of 
its 
greatest brilliancy. 
“It is clear that the outburst of a 
nova must represent something 
in, 
the nature of a celestial catastrophe, 
since no ordinary 
physical 
process 
can account for the extraordinary in­ 
crease of light within a few hours. 
Two theories have been suggested to 
account for the phenomenon, the col­ 
lision of two stars, and the collision 
of a star witha 
cloud of nebulous 
gas. At present there is little .to 
choose between them, but the results 
of the study of Nova Aquilae may 
aid in a decision. 
"Apart from direct 
photography 
of the region surrounding the star, 
and accurate determinations of its 
variation iii light, the principal ob­ 
servational work at the Mount Wil­ 
son Observatory has been .devoted to 
a study of its spectrum. In general 
this has followed th at of other tem­ 
porary stars. Beginning with a spec­ 
trum in many ways resembling a fa­ 
miliar stellar type it developed a ser­ 
ies of broad bright hands due to hy­ 
drogen and helium. These u n d e re a t 
many variations .hut within a few 
weeks the bright bands characteristic 
of nebulae began to appear. 
“A remarkable and most important 
development in the spectrum, detect­ 
ed on photographs taken at Mount 
Wilson, was the appearance on the 
second night after its discovery of 
an extraordinary number of fairly 
narrow absorption lines. 
With 
the 
aid of comparisons with other stellar 
spectra it has been found possible 
to identify most of these with lines 
due to the metals iron, chromium and 
titanium. The 
interesting 
feature, 
however, is that they are displaced 
very greatly toward the violet from 
their normal positions. 
"Now we know with certainty of 
no physical cause which can displace 
so large a number of lines to such 
an extent, and leave them even mod­ 
erately well-defined, other than mo­ 
tion in the body producing them. In­ 
terpreted on this basis the gas to 
which these lines are due is approach­ 
ing the earth at a rate of 900 miles a 
second. If we are 
correct 
in 
the 
hypothesis of motion it is 
evident 
that this may represent 
either 
an 
enormous expansion of. the body of 
the star, or a rush outward of jets of 
gaseous material. Most of the dark 
lines showing 
these displacements 
disappeared within a very few days. 
“It is probable th at Nova Aqnilae, 
like other temporary stars, will be­ 
come gradually fainter but retain for 
a time the spectrum characteristic of 
gaseous mebulae. 
Later this 
will 
change into a type well known among 
some of the fainter stars in the Milky 
Way which may themselves be repre­ 
sentatives of ancient novae."

County Councils of Defense are urg­ 
ed to aid in compelling unemployed 
men of draft age to work or suffer 
arrest on the charge of vagrancy. 
For the present at least non-es­ 
sential industries will not be invaded 
for service in war production plants. 
Immediate and rastic action is ask­ 
ed by the State Council and men who 
are not regularly employed will be 
immediately reported and urged to 
get to some plant, failing in which 
they will be taken personally before 
the local draft board and the draft 
board requested to induct them into 
service under the work or fight or­ 
der. 
By direction of Governor Williams,

boards to issue the proper form for 
all men brought to them by the po­ 
lice or county councils of defense 
upon their status being determined.

erican sniper wears a fantastic suit of 
green burlap with tufts of rafia, or 
Madagascar grass, sewed thickly all 
over the coat and trousers. The coat 
has a headpiece with eye-holes so 
that the sniper’s head is completely 
enveloped. 
American troops in the 
Vosges 
have used these camouflage suits 
with great effect. The grass cover­ 
ed burlap is merged into the grass 
through which the sniper crawls aud 
even when only twenty-five feet dis­ 
tant his presence cannot be detect­ 
ed. 
These suits are made by French 
women in the American camouflage 
station behind the lines. 
The "disappearing building" is one 
of the curious contrivances of the 
camouflage artists here. The build­ 
ing is the size of a two-story frame 
cottage. View close at hand it stands 
out plainly enough, and even at IOO 
feet the cottage is quite Clear. But 
at the distance from which the enemy 
observations would be made, or from, 
an airplane at 8,000 feet, the build­ 
ing does in fact "disappear." This is 
done by the painting in great wavy 
lines of green and brown which, at a 
distance, obliterate the straight lines 
of roof, gable, windows and doors, 
and transform the whole structure 
into blur of green-brown color which 
blends into the grass and ground. 
‘‘That is the director of properties 
for David Belasco," said the escort, 
as we passed a soldier. This disclos­ 
ed that, besides, the artists of this 
camouflage coloring, there are well­ 
known actors, stage managers, scene 
painters, 
property 
directors 
and 
cinema artists. 
The actors gave a show the other 
night for the women workers.
